A SINGULAR STORY.

Fight Between a Rat Terrier and a

Bwarm of Rats—The Dog Vanguished

and Devoured—Funernl of the Victhms

of the Contest.

The Milwaukie Senfine! vouches for the fol-
lowione remarkabe inoidents :—

Near one ol our grain warehouses, situated on
the river bank, large swarms ol rats have been
in the habit of feasting on the wheat which Las
been seattered around, A few days ago a black-
aud-tan terrier, gething wind ot the rendezvous,
made an attack upon i couple of rats that had
ventured too {ar nto the open slr, Selzing one
in his teeth, it shook it vizorously. The rat
souenled piteously, attracting to the spot a dozon
OF MOTe COMPANnIOnS,

These, on seelng the situation of affuirs,
joined in raismg the alarm. [no less time than
it takes to tell the lncident, the ice around
was black with swarms of rats, numbering
gseveral hundreds, The terrier, alter despatch-
ing the first viotim, charged into the swarm
with the evident derermination of serving the
rewainder in llke manner, Buot lor once a ter-
rier was doomed to mect with fight from the
poor anfwals he had so long deveured at plea-
gure, und o a trice he was surrounded on all
sldes by a swarm of lerocious brutes anxions to
be avenged for the deuth ot their companion,
Then ensued the most frightiul scene imagi-
nable. The rate swarmed wround their advers
sary, and fasténed their claws and teeth in his
flesh. The dog, enraged by the pain, fought
bravely, killing scores of his enemies in his
contest for lite. But the odds against him
were too great, and after & sharp conwhot,
which lasted for about five minutes, he was
forced to succumb. His body was literally
devoured by the rats, they seemnlng to take &
eavage pleasure in tearing thelr vangquished
enemy piecemenl, Secarcely s vestige of the
animal remained behind, The terrier died
game, however, Theére were sbout halt a hun-
dred rats left wpon the field, bleeding snd
mangled, and a4 wuny more more orless in-
jured.

A singular ipstance of the kindness of dumb
animals 1o thelr fellows wad noticed at the con-
clusion of the combat, A number of the com-
batants had been romewhnt lacernted by the
teeth of the dog, Their companions gathered
in w‘mups around them, licked the blood from
thelr wounds, and then tenderly carried them
in their teeth to their nests, The bodies of the
#lnin were us tenderly cared for,  One by one
they were carried to o hole In the fce near by,
where thoy were piled up, When all the bodies
hnd been gathered together, the survivors
grouped around them, and one of their number,
mountmg vpon the pile ol bodies, seemed’ 1o
deliver a brief funeral oration over the pamaing
of thelr companions,  The utwost stillness
relgned muouf the company doring the address
of thelr chlel, The whole compsuy then -
veeded to tumble thelr dexd companions into
ihe water, where lhrf soou sank from sight. In
half an hour scarcely s vestige of the coufliot
remivined, The funeral service was the most
oxtraordinary instance of the kiud we haye yot

world.

Peter Von Corncliug was born at Dusseldorf
on September 16, 1787. He was the sonof a
painter, and early showed a strong leaning to-
waurds the study of art, and while still a child
earned considerable sums by illastrating
almanacs und other cheap poblications, Mean-
while, he kept hiz eye upon n higher aim, and
studying the works of Ruphael and the antique,
accustomed himselt o repeat thelr designs
from memory, At the age of sixteen he lost
his father, and fecling the necessity of earning
money for the support of his widowed mother,
determined to renounce all thouzht of becom-
ing an artist; but his mother would not consent
to the saerifice. Good and noble woman that
she was, she preferred to strugzle with the nar-
rowness of  her lot rather than to jeopardize
the future of her soun.

In 1511 the young Cornelius went to Rome,
having already given proot of bhis alility by
puinting the ibterior of tho eupola of the Chure
st Neuss, At RBome he was joined by Von
Schadow and by Overbeck, and the three young
men worked with fervor and euerzy, paiuting
together o geveral series of pictures—among
others & “History of Joseph,” for the palace ot
M. Bartholdy, Ambassader of Prussia, Here,
too, he desigued his llostrations (o the Nibe-
Jungen Linrv. hich, more than any other work
of hie, made his name known in Germuny. He
proposed also a teries ol illustrations in tresco
1o the *Comedy" ot Dante, but had only made
the deslgns when he was inviled to Munich by
the Urown Prince ot Bavaris, afterwards King

Lounis. At Monich he remained several years,
and executed
many memorable works, He filled Munich
with frescoes, In the Aeademy of Fine Arts he
decorated two halls in the Glyptothek or sculp-
tore gallery with frescoes, where subjects were
druwn from the Greek mythology. After n
brief vieit 10 Dusseldort, where bhe wins made
Director of the Academy, he returued to Berlin
